ITALY AND ROME.

Hallan Usity and the Tempornl Power of the
Pepe — The Downiall of Napsleson Briogs
Dewn Plus 1X Also-Reme te Hecome the
Oapital of Itnly at Last—The Temporalities ot
the Papnl See.

The scene of paramount interest shifts sud-
denly and momentarily from the environs of
Paris to the borders of the States of the Chuareh.
A united Italy, with Rome for its capital, is a
sentiment as widely spread and as deeply
rooted in the Itallan Peninsula as the sentiment

of Germun unity in Germany itself. Napoleon
11I, however, was for elghteen years
the, one man who stood in the way

of its realization, and he has become, in turn,
the Instrument of 1ts probable congummation,
as he has become the instrnment of giving to
German unity a stronger Impetus than was Im-
parted to it by all the statecraft and intrigue of
Bismarck. The fond dream of a united Italy,
with the Eternal City for its capital, is upon
the point of realization; if the ex-Emperor had
been content with absolute dominion in France,
years might yet have elapsed before it would
bave become either probable or possible.

The Kingdom of lialy,

In congequence of the attempt in January,
1858, by Orsini upon the life of Napoleon IILI,
a law directed against all “‘suspected Individuals”
was enacled in Sardinla, and this cireumstance
was significant of very close and friendly rela-
tions between France and Bardinia, Austria at
once took the alarm, and began to suspect the
existence of Intrignes between these two powers
having for their object her expulsion from
Lombardy and Venice. 8he therefore resorted to
a geries of liberal measures for strengthening
her foothold in her Itallan provinces, and at the
same time endeavored to fortify her position by
forming a league with the minor Italian Btates,
Naples aud Modena were found willing to enter
into all Austrian projects, but the Duchess of
Parma and the Grand Duoke of Tuscany de-
clined. In August, 1850, it became known that
Sardinin had ceded to Russia a cite for a navy
yard at Villafranca, and the latter power made
an effort to purchase the petty principality of
Monaco, and secure a naval depot at Brindis
from the King of Naples. Then followed the
matrimonial alliance between Prince Napoleon,
the French Emperor's congin, and the Princess
Clothilde, daughter of King Vietor Emanuel,
and all these circumstances forced Austria into
the belief that she was about to become the
object of a triple alliance. This was confirmed
by a few words spoken by Napoleon to the
Austrian Ambassador on New Year's day, 1850,
and both sides commenged their preparations
for war forthwith., The King of Naples en-
deavored to stave off the impending revolution
in his domiuions by setting free many political
prisoners, The Grumd Duke of Tuscany, the
Duke of Modena, and the Duchess of Parma,
unable to make a stand against the gathering
storm, forsock thelr domiunions, the Duke of
Modena taking his political prisoners along
with him, and tronsferrlng them to the dun-
geons of the Austrinn fortress of Verona.

In April the Austrian General Gyulal sent au
ultimatom to Victor Fmaunuel, and immedi-
alely marched his army across the Tleino. On
the 20th of May the left wimg of the Austrian
army was defeated by the combined forces of
France and Sardinia at Montebello, and thelr
right wing was on the point of belng flanked as
the result of the battles of Palestro, May 81 aud
June 1, when they recrossed the Ticino, but only
to sustain a complete routin ap open batileat Ma-
genta, on the 4th of June. The victory of Solferino
(June 24) followed, and the war was brought
toa close by 8 personal interview between the
French and Austrian Emperors at Villafranea,
July 11, and the sobsequent treaty of Zuorieh,
November 10. As the result of this treaty,
Sardinia sacquired a portion of Lombardy, for
which she agreed to pay Austria 842,000,000,
while Venice and the Lombardan fertresses of
Mantus and Peschiera were confirmed to Aus-
tris, Napoleon subsequently receiving Savoy
and the county of Nice irom Sardinla as com-
pensation for his timely assistance,

The restoration of the Grand Duke of Tus-
cany and the Duke of Modena bad been stipu-
lated by the treaty of peace, but the people of
these territories united with those of portions
of the Pontifical States in protesting agalnst Lhe
restoration of thelr former ralers, and under
the Jeat Garibaldl and other republican
leaders, a grand movement in favor of lialian
mw Count Cavour had left Vic-
tor

's Ministry on the signing of the
prelimjnarjes of Vilatranca, bat in Japuary,

i

1800, he resumed his premiership, and Parma
and Modena were at once amrnexad to Sardinia.
In Mareli the people of Tuscany and the JEml-
lian provinces of the Pontifical “‘ates voted
overwhelmingly In favor of annesas
tiop, In preference to being formed into a
separate kingdom, and on their incorporation
with Sardinia, the name of the kingdom was
changed to Italy. Meanwhile an insurrection
had broken out in 8iecily, at the head of which
Garibaldi placed uimeelf. The Neapolitan
wroops were routed at Calatafirni on May 15: on
June 6 the Sicilian capital, Palerme, surren-
dered; Mglozzo capitulated on July 27; and

King Bomba saw that his hold on
Biclly could no longer be maintained by
force of arms. Liberal concessions were

resorted to, as a forlorn hope for retaining

Naples, but they came too Iate. On August 19, '

Garibaldi landed on the poninsula, and in
short time, either through his own victories or
local insurrections, was master of the southern
portion of Naples. The King abandoned his
capital, and endeavored to make a stand at
incta. He left Naples on the afternoon of
September 6, and on the following morning
Garibaldi made a  trinmphal entry
amidet the wildest enthusinsm of the
people. A Iast and dearly-bought victory
was won on the banks of the Volturno, after
which the lberator resigned the Dictatorshlp
which he had assumed and signed a prociama-
tion by which the people of the Two Bicllies
were summoned, on October 21, to declde upon
their own destiny. After the occupation of
Naples by Garibaldi, the army of King Vietor
BEmanuel, who had given the insurrection his
open conntonance from the first, had advanced
into Neapolllan territory and completed the
work.

The people decided, by a vote of 1,310,000 out
of 1,420,000, in favor of annexation to the king-
dom of Italy. On November 7 the King made a
trinumphal entry into the city of Naples, with
Garibaldi at his side, and on February 14, 1861,
Gaeta, the last pest held by the former King of
Naples, surrendered, and Franeis 11, stripped of
all semblance of power, sought a refuge In
Rome.

Victor Emanuel now found himself at the
head of a kingdom numbering 22 000,000
people; but the Pope still maintained his sway
over the natural capital of the peninzula and
the surrounding territory, and Auvstria still had
a foothold in Vensetia. The Prosso-Austrian
war of 1800 resulted in driving Austria beyond
the Alps, and rendering the borders of the new
kingdom of Italy conterminous with those of
the peninsula, with thesingle exception of Reme
and ltg petty dependencies. Italy declared war
against Austrin on June 20, 1866. A great battle
was fought at Custorn on June 24, in which the
Italiane were worsted. They also sustained a
great naval defeat off Lissa on July 18; but
these reverses were compensated for by the
crushing defeats sustained by Austrin at the
hands of Prossia, and in July the Itallans over-
ran Venetia almost without encountering resist-
ance, an armistice being agreed upon oa
the 20th.

A treaty of peace was finally concluded be-
tween Italy and Austria on October 3, 1866, in
which Francis Joseph, the Emperor of Austria,
agreed that “so far as he is concerned Venebia
is acquired for Italy. A popular vote was
immeaiately taken, resulting in 641,758 voles for
annexation to Italy, and only 60 against! Upon
receiving this result from a Venetian deputa-
tion, King Victor Emanuel exclaimed, as well
he might, ‘“This day is the proudest of my life."”
All Italy was at last united under one govern-
meut, with the exception of the 4552 sqnare
miles of territory and 723,121 people still aub-
ject to the dominion of the Pope.

And now, as indicated by the latest despaches
from Europe. the grand consummation of Ita-
lian unity is about to be witnessed. The evaca-
ation of the Eternal City by the French troops,
which was completed on the Sth of August,
left the temporal power of the Pope
at the merey of the Red Repablicans, and to
avold the establishment of a Republic in Rome
Vietor Emanuel is abont marching into the city
towards which the eyes of all Italy have been
turned for years with an impatient longing.

The Marshul’s Headquarters—The Heart ol the
French Army.

A correspondent of the Manchester Guardian
Writes f—

Bidding good-by to my friends of the Imperial
Guard, who had besn my captors, 1 agaln mounted,

It was a new sight to see the internal ecopomy of
a commander-in-chief’s burean in time of battle, We
were in a large hall forming a sort of pavilion [n the
sadly ruined garden. At a long common deal table
were seated the Marshal and about twenty of the
superior oMoers of his staf. Despatches were
written by dozens and signed by the seoretary after
the Marshal had read them over, and the work
seemed o go on with the regularity of a counting-
hounse. Messenger after messenger, mounted aod
on foot, came &t very frequent intervals. Thelr
reply was immediately dictated and sent back. In
the corner was an electric telegraph perpetually
ilcking 118 tale from the most distant gquarters, and
for about half an hour I was in the

ments of its llmba, Presently the Marshal rose and
invited me to seal mysell beslde him, asked me a

EHis Heputation ns a Literary Man,

PARIE, Aug. S_-—A [(ew particalars concerning
Goneral Trochu, the new Governor of Paris, may be
not aninteresting. e 18 the author of a remark-
able book ngcm the Freoch army, the matter and
style of which are highly pralsed oy competent
oritics, An objection to It 18 raised upon the fmuml
of Its being pervaded by a religions spirit, which 18
alleged to Interfere, at times, with the otherwise
clear perception of the writer, It 13 a slogular ob-
Jjection, and shows what are the sentimeots of his
critica. The GGemeral is a devout Homan Catholic,
and asserts that “'the soldier who {8 a practieal be.

llever—the Breton especlally, makes the most
valinnt trooper of the army, because he has
falth in the immortality of the sonl, and

this faith in & resurrection helps him to die bravely
and well.”™ One might, on reading these views, lin-
sgine one's self thrown back bodily foto the old
Puritan times, with the “Praise God Barebones”
regiments over again in the flesh. The GGaneral's
theory (s stoutly denied, and probably the hard-
hearted oritics are nesrer the mark than the Gene-
ral, when they say, somewhat irreverently, that “‘in
front of the enemy a soldler 1s more intent upon
klliing his foe and saving his own skin than upon
thinking of the safety of his soul" Trochu's book
I8 & formal, energetle, uncompromising protest
agaipst favoritism in any form, the abuses and perils
of which he points out with unsparing pen. His
quill is like & lancet, It probes the sore to the very
vone, He denouuces red-tapism, routine, old-notion
commissions, and the whole system of the military
administration of the empire, which, If persisted in,
“will Jmperil France shonld she be seriousiy at-
tacked.” } orbach, Welssenburg, and RelschofMen seem
to have justifled the veteran, though young, Gene-
ral's forebodings. This outburst against the ad-
ministration of Marshal Leboeuf, a mumuqh partis
pan of the old n{amm, brought him tnto disrepate
with the ex-Minister of War, who set him quite
aside. When “men” came into request after the
recent reverses, Trocha foumd his place. He stanils
in repute As a tacticlan, although he has never
manceuvred with more than a division, and then
oniy at the end of & battle. At Magoenta, where he
gn-ut:‘y distinguished himsell, the Auastrigns were
already retreating when he appeared upon the feid,
At Solferino, his battallons woere most akilfnlly o's-
poeed for striking the lagt decisive blow. His ad-
vance—suddenly arrested by the terriflc storm —
was one of the finest movements of the day, s
division was always regarded as o certain, solld
reserve, 1o be thnrlmfhly depended upon, At Scbas
topol he led an assault on the left of the fortress, at
the head of a brigade, and was disabled by a severe
wounao. As alde-de-camp to Bugeaud, and chief of
Saint Arnaud’s staff, he galoed a large and
valuable experience of the combinations the march
of an army necessitates, and though he had no op-

rtunity in the Crimea, nor in Italy, of applying his
cnow ledge practically, upon a large scale, his ma-
neuvres at Mogenta aud Bolferino demonstrated
that he had thnrouglhly understood the general plan
of these battles, and determined his own movemonts
upon it with mathematical precigion, In a sabordi.

AUSTRIA AND RUSSIA.

Allinnce — Danger to the Poles —
nasons lor Russin’s Attitude.

The Vienna correspondent of the Eastern Budget
gays, writing on the 19th ult, :—

The Aunstrian nationaities cannot get over their
fear of Russin, Hitherto they have feared her as an
enemy ; now they fear her us a friend. The supposi-
tlon that Count Chotek's long journey from St
Petersburg to Vienna was undertaken for some otacr
object than change of air has put the Hungarlans
in u ferment of alarm, The Pesther Lioyd fears that
some negotintions are in progress which might lead
to an alliance with Russia. Sach an alliance, it
uays, coald only be effected at the expense of the
I'oles; and it warns the Government against the
consequences of 1ta supposed policy. Until iately, It
proceeds, the Poles had the best prospect of ob-
taining an extensive autonomy, but & sudden
change has now taken place in the intentions of the
Government, and Count Potockl, at the moment
when the wishes of his countrymen were to be
1ealized, maintains an impenectrable reserve, The
alarming reports are also reproduced by the German
organs, but they do I.hlpi,] apparently, leas from fear
of Prusein, or love for the Poles, with whom they
have as yet shown bat little sympathy, than from a
certain weakneas for Prussia, As yet, however,
there have been no trustworthy symptoms of such a
change in the relations bvetween the Prussinn and
Aupstrian Governments. That it was considered
possible, 18 only shown by the belief of our national
politicians thet the force of events might lead to
rapprockew end, thiough they are unuble to hazard any
conjectures as to the occasion, value, or extant of it,
This is due in 4 great measure to the ignorance
